The small kitcben of Joe Wetzel's 


frame residence on South Webster street, 
in the fourth ward, th's forenoon between 
nine and ten o'clock, was the scene of 
what might have been one of the most 
horrible wife-murders ever recorded iu 
ibis community. 


THE ASSAULT 


was made by John A. Hornsteio, a Ger- 
man citizen, aged 07 years, who is famil- 
lanly known aa "Long John." He is a 
Brother of JohnB Hornstein, the machin- 
ist, Joseph Hornstem and Mrs. Louis 
Wetzel. On Oct. 88, 1879, in tbe city of 
St. Louis, "Long John" and MisgEmma 
Wetzel, then aged 17years, eldest daugh- 
ter of Joe Wetzel, in tbe employ of the 
Decatur Furniture Factory, were united 
n marriage 
It was a union of winter 


ana summer, and the wedding at tbe time 
caused much gossip hereabouts. Horn- 
tein and bis bride went from St. Louis to 
Wellington, Kansas, where he engaged m 
he liquor business. The husband was 
of a jealous disposition, and the couple 
did cot live happily together. 
While at 


Wellington, Hornstein was arrested for 
mistreating his wife, and was fined about 


25. After their trouble there, tbe couple 
einoved to St. Louis, where they resided 
or about si\ weeks, at the expiration of 
which time the young wife came to her 
omp in tbis city, where she has since 
ontinued to reside. 


TUE SEPARATION 


ook ph.ce in April, 1880, six months af- 
ter t'be strange marriage, and was caused 
by ihe quarrelsome and inhuman conduct 
ot the jealous husband. Since the return 
of Mrs. Hornstein to tbe borne of her par- 
ents, she has been constantly annoyed by 
the overtures and advances of tbe de- 
serted husband. Once he paid her a for- 
mal visit m company with a German 
friend, and attempted to induce tbe wife 
to go and live with him again. 
The par- 


ents of tbe girl were present at the inter 
view, which finally ended in a general 
quarrel and the expulsion of Hornstein 
from the hoase. On several occasions he 
has sent messengers to the house, and has 
followed bis young wife about the city, 
and last Sunday he walked a blocs bo 
bind her on the way to the Catholic 
Church; but he never assaulted her un'.il 
lo-day,though it is stated that he threaten- 
edjto kill her and himself, too, if she per- 
sisted in staying at home and away from 
him. 


A TBRILT.IXQ SCISNE 


This forenoon at the hour above stated 


Hornstein visited 
Wetzel's 
residence 


alone. At the time he knocked at tbe 
north door, which opens into the family 
sitting room, Mrs. Joe Welzel, Mrs Em- 
ma Horustem, Louisa Wetzel and two 
smill children were in tbe small kitchen, 
preparing dinner and sewing 
Mrs. Wel- 


zel went to the door, and was astonished 
to find Hornslem asking admission. He 
wore an overcoat having capacious pock 
ets on each aide. He appeared to be so- 
ber, and said he wanted to come in "just 
for a little talk.'' Mrs. Wetzcl told him 
logo away, but instead of obeying her he 
pushed his way in, and walked into the 
kitchen. Mrs Hornstein saw her hus- 
band coming, and fearing the worst, she 
slipped out of the kitchen door on the 
cast side of ihe room, intending to call 
upon one or more men to come to the as 
sistance of the family; but she saw no 
one in sight, and she immediately return- 
ed to the kitchen, believing that possibly 
there was no cause for great alarm. As 
she entered the room Hornslein, who had 
remained in the centre of the kitchen 
floor from the lime he had entered the 
dwelling, and kept on repeating "I have 
come just for a little talk," made a sudden 
move toward tbe door, and caught his 
wife by one of her arms, pulled her over 
one side of the healed cook stove, and 
threw her upou tbe floor, straggling 
with her

way, 
evidently

the life out of .her; and while Jlornsteio 


pot of scalding water upon the stove, and 
witb tbis be struck Louisa a stunning 
blow on ;tbe side of her head, causing 
the boiling hot water to spill upon the 
floor, over one of tbe children and upon 
the body of his wife who was null )y1DR 
upon tbe floor, nearly dead with pain and

Horastem n i t b the pot in hand 


attempted to beat bis wife's brains out 
with the vessel, and did succeed in strik- 
ing her a bard blow on the back of ber 
head which left an ugly scalp wound; but 
owing to tbe fact that there was a sewing 
machine in the way, he could not use tbe 
pot with any dangerous effect. 
Finally 


Mrs Hornatein succeeded in getting out 
of the clutches of her frenzied husband, 
and she staggered out of the kitchen door 
and stepped upon a plank walk between 
the kitcben and a small frame building, 
dhe bad no more than reached tbe walk 
when Hornsiein pounced upon ber again 
and with both bands he caugbt her 
around the throat and tried to choke tbe 
life out of ber. She bad commenced to 
grow black in tbe face, when

and she was saved from death by stran- 
gulation. Michael Bowersock and W. 
J. Church bad responded to Louisa's cries 
for help, and arrived at the scene just in 
time to rescue tbe young wife from tbe 
murdeious band of her aged but power- 
ful bnsband. Hornstein was pulled away 
from bis wife, and sue was removed to 
ibe residence o' Joe Shul'z, half a block 
north, and while ibis was bemg done and 
the neighbors had begun to gather In 
large numbers, Hornstein suddenly pro- 
ceeded to the back part of Weizel's yard, 
not more that 30 feet from the Kitchen in 
which the row occurred, and there delib- 
erately pulled a small revolver from one 
of his overcoat pockets, and

date is cut aown 'o narrow limits, and 
the paid canvassers are to be altogether 
abolished 
Persons guilty of bribery 


are to be sent to hard labor (or six 
months, to bn forever disqualified for 
standing again at the same place, and 
their conviction is to be insured by set 
ting tbe public prosecutor at them as 
soon as they are found in the course of 
an election petition to have been imph 
cated in any corrupt practices 
Mean 


while the voter who has received a 
bribe is to be deprived of his franchise 
for ten years, and no man is any longer 
to be allowed a conveyance to and from 
the place of voting 
The most stnnc- 


ent rules of all are those which are aim- 
ed at the publicans 
Any one of them 


who allows bribery on his premises is to 
forfeit bis license, and the committee-

CABINET HUMORS. 


A Washington dispatch of yesterday 


has this bit of eossip about the cabinet 
ofPiesident Gar6cld : 


A well-known western senator said 


this afternoon that he believed there 
was substantial foundation to tbe ru- 
mor that General Logan has been of- 
fered the secretaryship of the interior 
by General Garfield, but was quite cer- 
tain that Logan would decline it. Gen. 
Logan has been ut the interior depart- 
ment quite frequently of late, and has 
been cloictcd several times with Secre- 
.tary Schurz for a considerable time. 
This fact, coupled with his defense of 
Secretary Schurz' Indian policy in the 
senate yesterday, has been accepted as 
confirmatory evidence that there is 
truth in tbe cabinet atory. 


The same dispatch says that Secre- 


tary Sherman announces his determina- 
tion to decline a reappointment to his 
present position, if tendered him by the 
incoming President. This was said to 
set at reel a rumor that has gained 
currency, to the effect thit he would 
yet go into the cabinet. 


The Washington correspondent of 


the Chicago Tribune has the following 
on cattle disease : 


The attention of the Agricultural 


Department has been called to a new 
and alarming danger which menaces the 
West by the introduction of pleuro- 
pneumonia. 
Several calves have been 


found to be suffering from some forra of 
lung disease, which was pronounced 
bronchitis. 
A gentleman conversant 


with the whole subject said to-night, 
that, while he would not unnecessarily 
create an alarm, yet he feels certain 
that the disease will soon reach .the 
West if it is not there already. "Then," 
said he, ''there will be no possibility of 
getting rid of it. 
England has spent 


vast sums in stamping pleuro-pnenmo- 
nia out of that small island, and it has 
not yet been accomplished. 
In Aus- 


tralia it has a firm foothold, and now 
no human power can drive it out. 
There was a time, however, when the 
British government could easily have 
dealt with it, but like our own Con 
gress, it preferred to trifle with tbe 
question until the evil was beyond rem- 
edy. 
Where a few thousands of dollars 


might have prevented its spread a few 
years ago, millions would now avail 
nothing." 


"Do you think anything will be done 


at this Congress in the direction of put- 
ting a check to tbe advance of this 
scourge t" was asked.

A BILL has been introduced into the 


legislature of Illinois putting a stop lu 
proved 


the unjust and malicious practice of 
gu'.ng a man before a Justice of the 
Peace out of his own city or township, 
and compelling him to appear and de- 
lend himself in a remote part of the 
county, in order to put him to trouble, 
loss of time, and destructive coats. 
Low-lived shysters are the class of col- 
lecting agents who resort to such tricks; 
bat the law is to blame for allowing 
them to do it. 


In the surrounding Western States 


this malicious persecution was stopped 
long ago. 


In Indiana the law requires that a 


defendant must be sued in bis own 
township, except in capias suits, or 
where there is no Justice of the Peace 
in the town. 


In Ohio the jurisdiction of a justice 


is limited in civil suits to bis own town- 
ship, except in attachment ca'es, or 
oases of forcible entry and detainer; 
and the same law should be adopted in 
Illinois. 


In Iowa the jurisdiction of a justice 


extends over the county, but suits must 
be brought in the township where the 
plamtiff or the defendant, or one of the 
several defendants, resides. 


In Michigan tbe law in this particu- 


lar is substantially tbe same as in Iowa. 


In New York suits must be brought 


in the town where either 
plaintiff or 


defendant resides, or before some Jus- 
tice of another town next adjoining the 
residence'of cither plaintiff or defend- 
ant.— Chicago Tribune.

A Caboose nnd a Freight Car Consumed 


b7 Fire, but Nobody Hurt. 


From Thursday's Daily. 


The winter season is always an unlucky 


and serious time with railroaders every- 
where, and as the records will show, the 
Wabash, St. Loaia and Pacific railway 
company has had its share of accidents. 
Scarcely a day passes but a train is off 
the track somewhere along the main line, 
to say nothing of those mishaps that oc- 
cur on the Wabash's many branches. The 
officials offer as an apology for the fre- 
quency of the smash-ups and collisions, 
except that the road is rushed with busi- 
ness from one end to the other, and that 
'•misfortunes will sometimes overtake the 
best regulated railroads in the country 
and cause annoying detentions of trains." 


ANOTHER SMASH. 


Last night another 
Wabash rear-end 


freight train collision occurred in the cut 
west of the Sangamon river bridge east of 
the city, which fortunalely resulted in no 
injury to any one of the train men. That 
point on the road is a very bad place for 
the running of trains thai are Ihe least bil 
off lime, and il is equally feared by rail- 
roaders and passengers. West from San- 
gamon station to the cut beyond the 
bridge there is a heavy grade and a sharp 
curve on the east side of the bridge. Last 
eight a heavy freight train in charge of 
Conductor Finnig.ia started west from the 
station, and the train was run at a high 
rate of speed in order to pass the curve 
and get beyond the grade •wilhoula halt, 
but the train came to a standstill in the 
cul west of the bridge, and the locomotive 
was unable then to move it another foot. 
The caboose bad passed over the bridge 
and had been drawn some distance this 
side of It. 
To avoid further mishap Con- 


ductor Finnigan sent a man across the 
bridge to 3ag any other train that, might 
be coining westward. Tn a few minutes 
another freight train came in sight around 
the sharp corner, but it was running so 
fast that the

given by the flagman was not observed 
in time to slop the oncoming train, and 
the second freight ran into the halted 
train with a crash, throwing several cars 
from the track, wreckin,; the engine and 
doing much other damage. The caboose 
and a car l.«ad of staves ar the rear end 
of the fi?st train, 


CAUGHT FIUS 


from the fire box of the wrecked loco- 
motive, and were totally consumed. By 
hard work the train men succeeded in 
staying the progress of the flames until 
the arrival of the wreck train force when 
everything jwas made safe and secure. 
None of the train men were hurt, but 
west bound trains were delayed until 
mearly lOo'clock this forenoon, when the 
track wae cleared of the cars and made 
safe for the running of trains. The Chi- 
cago and east mails did not reach the 
post-office here until 10:20 to-day.

The 
only excuse the engineer of the second 
train has to offer, is that like the engineer 
ot the other train, he was trying to get 
past the curve and over the grade with- 
out stopping, lie saw the signal but it 
was then too late to avoid the smash.

hour and twenty miuutes late this noon.

Mom About Ike AtkunptlOD Murder. 


Mr. J. A. Cochran, the village officer of 


Assumption, gave us a call this morning 
and related further particulars of the Vo- 
trcn tragedy which occurred near that 
town on last Wednesday evening. 
The 


first full and only correct account of the 
terrible afi'air appeared in these columns 
on the following Thursday afternoon. 
Mr. Cochran states that Votren visited 
Assumption on Wednesday and sold a 
load of corn; that he was in the lown but 
a short time,and then started for his home 
sober. There are no licensed saloons in 
the town, and it would have been next to 
an impossibility for him to have become 
intoxicated in so short a lime. When Vo- 
tren reached his home a quarrel ensued 
between himself and his wife, after both 
had taken n swig from a pint bottle of 
whisky, which it appears Votren had pro- 
cured at a drug store in Assumption. Vo- 
tren shot his wife dead in the presence of 
his eight year old son, who states that 
his father and mother first began quarrel- 
ing about selling the farm and removing 
Io another part of the country. 
After the 


horrible deed had been committed, the 
boy ran a quarter of a mile to the Brown 
farm house and^gave the alarm, which 
soon broughl a number of people to the 
scene of the tragedy, among the number 
Votren'saged mother, who went into Ihe 
room where Ihe murdered woman lay cold 
in dealh wilh a pool of blood aboul her 
on the floor, picked up the babe of the 
lifeless mother and took it to a neigh- 
bor's 
house. Before the people 
came 


Votren 
had blown od' a pan of 
his 


head with n shot gun, and in this ghastly 
condition he was found. 
After he had 


shot himself he walked to Brown's resi- 
dence, a quarter of a mile away, where he 
saw bis mother, who upbraided him for 
what he had done. 
He then turned 


around and went back home, where he 
was piaced under arrest. The murdered 
woman was Volreu's second wife. 
It is 


charged that he was the cause of the pre- 
mature death of his first wife, who was u 
French woman. On Thursday evening 
Votren made a third attempt to take his 
life. He was lying in his bed at hit home, 
while preparations were being made for 
the burial of his victim. Suddenly he 
arose from the bed, and went across the 
room to a safe, from which he took a ra- 
zor, hastily opened it, threw back his 
head and made a slash at his throat, evi- 
dently with the long premeditated pur- 
pose of severing his jugular vein, and thus 
cheat the gallows of its victim; but the 
keen edge of the razor struck "Adam's 
apple" and glanced off wilhout doing se- 
rious injury. The cut inflicted was about 
two inches in length. Votren was dis- 
covered wilh the razor in his hand, aud 
was placed in charge of several men to 
guard agninst another attempl of the 
kind. On yesterday evening the murder- 
ed woman was buried and Votren was ta- 
ken to Taylorvillc and placed in the 
Chrislian counly jail. The feeling against 
Votren in the east end of Christian county 
is very strong, and had it not been for 
the fact that the murderer had attempted 
to kill himself, he would doubtless have 
been lynched by the exaited people on 
Wednesday nicht.

The Socumbendel Society is a joint 


stock association, organized for the pur- 
pose of "palling people on their feet." 
U is chartered by tbe state of Illinois,

Decatur, 
and 


branches all over the land. It has all the 
officers usual to chartered associations, a 
president, 
vice 
president, 
secretary, 


board of managers, soliciting agents, etc., 
but uo treasurer. Tbe workings of the 
society are secret in Iheir nature to eomc 
extent. No books or records of any kind 
are kept, everything being done on hon- 
or. The members claim Ihat it has ac- 
complished wonders since its organiza- 
tion here, and that it has ;iet loose thou- 
sands and thousands of unemployed cap- 
ital, thus giving labor Io many otherwise 
idle people; it has greased the wheels of 
commerce, and buoyed up weak and tot 
tcriug banks, manufacturing establish- 
ments and stores all over the land. Cer- 
tificates of stock drawing a low rate of 
interest are issued to each member of the 
society to Ihc amount of his indebtedness, 
and each member is entitled to additional 
stock in proportion to his capacity to go 
in debt. It will be seen at once that this 
would furnish an immense working capi- 
tal. In facl the capital stock of the so- 
ciety is unlimited, and is so stated in tbo 
charter. 


There are many things attributed to tbe 


society by outsiders that are simply ridic- 
ulous, if not slanderous. 
While all Soc- 


umbendeis are necessarily good tulkers, 
at least they must be a little windy, it is 
not necessary that they should have talked 
their man to dealh to become a member. 
Tbe society is non-political in character, 
but it will have a full city and low«ehip 
ticket in the field next spring, and 03 
person will be placed on cither ticket un- 
less be holds at .least one share of the 
Socumbendel stock; those who have tbe 
office itch should note this fact.
